July laft, in which you have been pleafed to fend 
us, by way of advice, a copy of the refolation takén 
by you the fame day, as an anfwer to the memorial 
prefented to you by Mr de Thulemeyer, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary of his Majefty the King of Pruffia, éon- 
cerning the accident which happened fome-time ago 
to the Princefs of Orange and Naffau, in her journey 
through the Province of Holland.

tion of your letter, or rather tothe pieces fubjoined, 
with that freedom which you Know is natural to us,

** By lerters from Sicily we have a telation of aa 
extraordinary erttprion of Moane Erna, uch a one 
as has not happened in the memory of man. A 
rumbling nioife and numberlefs little fhocks of earth- 
quakes preceded this erruption ; but_on the 18th of 
laft month, about three o’clock in the morning, 4 
terrible volume of fire iffued from the mountain like 
a whirlwind, and of fuch a prodigious height, that 
it feemed as if the mountain was opened, and the 
‘column of fire appeared two thirds higher than the 
fummit.

The inhabitants fuffered from a fuffocating fmell of 
Yalphar and bitumen, and from the extreme heat of 
the air; all the produce of the earth, the olives, 
fruits, and Indian corn are burnt. In fhort, for ma- 
ny miles diftance, the land refembles the fcorched 
defarts of Lybia.
